Under the plan, to be considered by the West German 
government, Krupp ‘will get about 360,000,000 marks ($90,000,- 
000), compensation for Krupp steel and coal assets, which the 
Allies are taking out of his control. 

Other properties, estimated to be worth 300,000,000 marks 
will be returned to his control as soon as the heavy industrial 
concern is decontrolled. This property includes shipping inter- 
ests, real estate and a chain of hotels,

HE ONLY BASIC AND CLEAR 
policy advocated by the Social Credit 
Party in the June election was strict eco- 
nomy—a sound policy, long overdue. It 
is satisfactory to hear from Premier Ben- 
nett that he proposes to implement eco- 
momy without delay. Every tax-paying 
British Columbian will wish him success. 


Mr. Bennett suspects thaf the appara- 
tus of government is overloaded. Who 
can doubt it? In recent times British Co- 
lumbia not only tas been expanding jis 
public services faster than any other 
province and raising its budget and taxes 
to the highest level, on a per capita basis, 
ever known in Canada; it has been hiring 
more and more people to manage this 
proliferating structure. Mr. Bennett evi- 
dently thinks that fewer people can do 
more work, if they are properly organ- 
ized, if the government departments are 
overhauled and systemized. We think he 
is quite right. 

Few people, probably not even Mr 
Bennett, know what Social Credit means, 
if it means anything. Everybody under- 
stands taxes and taxes are merely the re- 
flection of government expenditures, now 
far too high and getting higher. If Social 
Credit in action, as distinguished from 
Social Credit in the text books of Major 
Douglas and the dream of William Aber- 
hart;means economy,.that_phase of zov- 
ernment policy will meet with a wide 

«Support throughout British Columbia, re- 
gardless of party lines. 

No government for many years: has 
shown any real interest in economy. In 
lush times, with easy and rising revenues, 
government has been unable to avoid the 
temptation of spending all the money it 
could collect and piling on new taxes to 
keep abreast of still higher spending. Mr 
Bennett apparently intends to grasp this 
old nettle. The future of his government 
will depend very largely on his progress 
in this single and paramount issue. 


The Test 


1E CHURCHILL GOVERNMENT OF 

Britain is now entering its supreme 
test. It is attempting to hold down wage 
rates which threaten to destroy the Brit 
ish economy. The struggle now begin 
ning could end by destroying the gov 
ernment 

The labor unions of Britain, able, edu 
cated and patriotie, loyally co-operated 
with the Labor government in holding. 
down wage rates lest they push up prices 
and undermine British” exports “to” the 
world. Despite everything the Labor 
government was able to do by wage re- 
straint its fiscal policies of inflation 
and the inflation generated in other coun 
tries pushed up British prices. Now the 
unions demand wage increases to com 
pensate themselves for a higher cost of 
living. If those increases are generally 
granted prices must rise again and Brit- 
ish goods will be unable to compete in a 
softening world market. 

That jis the core of the immediate 
problem which the Churchtll government 
apparently is determined to solve or per- 
ish in the attempt. Even where employ 
ers and employees in some industries 
have agreed to higher wage rates the 
government has recently refused to ap- 
prove them. . Whether the unions will 
accept this policy;-whether the nation 
will support it, the next few months 
should show 

Some sections of the Labor party 
seem to think that prices. within Britain 
have risen by accident or by the pungling 
of the government. In fact, they have 
risen in part by the uncontrollable pres 
sures of the world economy and in part 
by deliberate government policy 

The Labor government tried to hold 
down prices by decree. and exhortation 
and inevitably failed when its own fiscal 
policy was inflationary, when it was 
spending more than the nation could af 
ford on non-essentials and thus reducing 
the energies going into essential ex 
ports 

The Churchill government knows that 
the root cause of inflation today as al 


He does not have to worry about So- 
cial Credit, which was hardly mentioned 
in his campaign, and as he candidly ad- 
mits, can never be attempted except by the 
Parliament of Canada, if any Parliament 
were foolish enough to entertain it. But 
economy is within the jurisdiction of pro- 
vincial authority and raises no ideological 
issues between the political parties. | 

At this time it is particularly needed. | 
Since the war the provincial government's 
revenues from existing taxes have con- 
stantly increased,.the sure fruit of a great 
boom. We have no assurance, however, 
that this trend will continue. Even a | 
slight drop in business activity, a mild 
recession in our great basic industries 
like lumber, could instantly reduce the 
government's income. Mr. Bennett cannot | 
count on a perpetual boom of the present 
proportions. He is wisely preparing for 


" sharper. 


a change in .the’¢limate. 

His task is more difficdlt than it may 
appear on the surface. 

The former governments not only 
have spent all the money they could raise 
but have committed themselves to larger 
expenditures in the future as their serv- 
ices automatically grow more expensive: 
Without strong measures the next pro- 
vineial budget will bé higher than ever 

Mr. Bennett's first effort, no doubt, 
will be to hold the budget at least to its 
present level. If.he..can go further and 
actually reduce it he will show himself 
an able administrator and undoubtedly 
strengthen the position of his precarious 
administration. 

In this matter the taxpayer is not 
particularly concerned with party poli- 
tics. He is concerned with his purse, now 
flattened by the huge levies of federal 
and provincial governments and by high 
prices. He will regard real economy in 
provincial affairs as the sovereign test of 
the Social Credit administration. It ,is to 
be hoped that Mr. Bennett can meet this 
test.

The 
real question in Britain today is whether 
in practical politics the government éan 
hold the wage line by decree or persua- 
sion. This would be difficult enough 
under the best of circumstances. It is 
all the mere difficult when the govern- 
ment has a frail majority in Parliament 
and evidently has suffered a heavy loss 
of support among the voters since the 
last election 

In this tight situation the 
ment found one easy safety valve It 
has reduced the pace of the armament 
program again and thus turned guns 
into butter by using part of the mater- 
jials and manpower going into defense 
to increase the manufacture of exports 

Once before the armament program 
was stretched out, and to this extent 
Mr. Churchill has been compelled to 
accept the reasoning of his chief enemy, 
Mr. Bevan. This later stretch-out, an- 
nounced last week, should ease the pres- 
ent tension. But any relief the govern- 
ment thus obtains, at the cost of military 
weakness, could be quickly cancelled out 
by a genera] rise in wages, costs and 
prices, and reduced sales in the world

Smoothing Off 
The Rough Edges

OV. ADLAI E. STEVENSON’S visit. to 
the White House pretty well nipped 
in the bud at least one burgeoning Re 
publican hope. There is no longer much 
likelihood of a falling out between the 
Democratic candidate and President Harry 
S. Truman. It may be added that the 
prophets began to pre- 
dict such a falling out, 
and the Republicans be- 
gan to hope for it, quite 
a little time After the 
danger had really 
passed, 

The real story of the 
curious and somewhat 
uneasy Truman-Steven- 
son relationship is rela- 
tively simple in outline, 
From the very first, as Joseph 
was pointed out very early in this space, 
there was a major issue to be settled be 
tween the President and the nominee, 
Would Stevenson declare his independ- 
ence, or would he allow himself to be 
overshadowed by Truman? 

Truman wanted two things which 
meant overshadowing Stevenson almost 
completely He wanted to campaign 
nearly as actively as the candidate hime 
self, in his familiar whistlestop manner. 
And he wanted to keep his hand on the 
campaign organization, by . continuing 
Frank McKinney in his post as chairman 
of the Democratic National.Committee. 

It was more than two weeks ago when 
Stevenson made it clear that he could nof 
go along with Truman on either of these 
crucial points. In fact the-rea} crisis be- 
tween the two men seems to have been 
reached rather soon after the Demooratic 
convention, when Stevenson indicated 
that he did not wish to retain McKinney 
as national chairman, This was the de- 
finite declaration of independence. At the 
same time, Stevenson also made it pretty 
clear that he did not wish the President 
to carry out his plan for whistlestop cam- 
paigning 

The.news..reached Truman during his 
post-convention vacation at Independence, 
Mo. According to those close to him, the 
President was at first both hurt and 
angered by the seeming rebuff. 

Yet Truman is always a good soldier. 
He has a downright religious respect for 
political traditions and there is no 
stronger politica] tradition than the right 
of a presidential candidate to boss his 
own campaign. Moveover, after reflec- 
tion, Truman also saw the force of Stev- 
enson's argument, that he needed a chance 
to make his mark with ‘the voters as a 
major political personality in his own 
right 

There was some further manoeuvering, 
undoubtedly, before the President and the 
party leaders accepted Stevenson's highly 
personal choice of Stephen A. Mitchell to 
succeed McKinney as 
national chairman 
Nonetheless, the real 
issue between Truman 
and Stevenson had al- 
ready been settled long 
before the President re- 
turned to Washington.

phere between the two men has been de- 
scribed, by one who should know, as “not 
cozy but ‘comfortable.” They made. their

There is sound strategy in the plan 
they agreed on—speeches by both Steven- 
son and Truman on Labor Day; intensive 
cross-country campaigning by Stevenson 
thereafter; and further speeches or per 
haps a short campaign tour by Truman 
after Oct. 1. The plan minimizes the 
chances of any Truman-Stevenson crossed 
wires 

Accidents can always happen, of 
course, but there is now only one major 
area where it is realistic to look for a 
Truman-Stevenson disagreement. This is 
the area of such great policy questions 
as civil rights and the Taft-Hartley Law. 
This area is not supercharged with per- 
sonal tensions, as was the issue of Stev- 
enson’s independence of, or dependence 
upon, Truman. Yet it can conceivably 
make trouble, nonetheless.

If you want to go by Paige's 
brief record in the big leagues, 
then he does not, of course, 
belong among the statuary at 
Cooperstown, N.Y. But when 
all the factors of his amazing 
career are considered, there 
can exist little doubt that the 


contro] deserves to be the first 
bf his race to win the game's 
highest honor. 

Here, by all the evidence, is 
one of the great pitchers, one 
who almost certainly would 
have ranked with the Mathew- 
sons and Alexanders and Jolin- 
sons but for the fact that he 
came along too soon, before 
Jackie Robinson broke down 
the racial barrier in 1946 with 
Montreal. 

No one can say for certain 
what Paige’s record would 
have been if he had come to 
the big show in his prime, but 


good guess, Fifteen and 20 
years ago, big leaguers who 
had run afoul of his fast ball 
on some winter tour would 
talk about him in the dugouts, 
and sometimes you felt they 
might be exaggerating. 

They said he was as good 
as Dizzy Dean or Lefty Grove 
and would tell remarkable tales 
of duels between him and reign- 
ing big league aces out in the 
barstorming country. We recall 
one well-known batter of the 
period—possibly it was Paul 
Waner—saying earnestly, “I'm 


But for all that, Satchmo 
remained a sort of living 
fable, a dusky Paul Bunyan of 
the baseball world, until Bill 
Veeck ran him down between 
one-night stands in 1948 and 
signed him to a Cleveland con- 
tract. The most amazing thing 
of all is that Paige, though by 
then almost certainly in his 
40's, still retained enough of 
his ability to make men marvel 
at what he*must have been in 
his prime.

| Tower Will Fall 
In Four Centuries 


PISA, Italy, Aug. 18 (UP). 
Art critics complained today the 
leaning tower of Pisa will col 
lapse in another four centuries 
because a snooping architect 
wouldn't mind his own business 
about 100 years ago. 


The critics contended the 
tower was built in 1174 to lean 
all the time. However, in 1836 
Alessandro Gherardesca, an Ital- 
|ian architect, cleared away the 
earth into which the base had 
sunk, 


To keep his excavation dry, 
Gherardesca pumped out a 
stream of water that had 
seeped in from the Arno River. 
In doing so, he weakened the 
tower, causing it to lean at a 
greater angle. The experts now 
fear the famous tower will col- 
lapse in another 400 years.
